Terrible: Forest Fires Originating 
From Trifling Causes 

A man dropped-a lighted match on 
the shore of Kalamalka lake, British 
Columbia, on July 8th last. Within 
an hour a hdt fire was racing through 
the underbrush. For three weeks 
after that there raged a series of for- 


est fires, defying the organized |. ef- 
forts of hundreds of men, 
At onetime 26 fire, fighters were 


ringed about with flames while their 
relatives, shut off from them | and 
liclpless to aid, awaited news in ter- 
rorized .suspense. Only after severe 
suffering from exhaustion, thirst ‘and 
hunger did the band of workers force 
their way through to safety. 


That experience is a big price to 
pay for one person’s foolish act in 
1andling matches in a forest. The

“Tuberculides and tuberculosis of 
the skin are rare. ‘This is not aston- 
hing when one is acquainted with 
the rigorous care with which tuber- 
culous subjects were climinated by 
the medical examiners as the sol- 
diers presented. themselves for aetive 
service.

When about ten years old Edison 
constructed his first laboratory in 
the cellar of his home ip Port Hur- 
on, Mich., and began expérimenting 
with a crude chemical outfit. To ob- 
tain funds with which-to continue ex- 
perinients on a larger scale young 
Kdison obtained permission to ped- 
dle newspapers on the Grand Trunk 
railway. : 

The lure of the laboratory kept 
Edison’s mind on experiments. As 
he had plenty of leisure time during 
the two daily runs, Edison arranged 
for quite an elaborate workshop, in 
his quarters, which he equipped with 
an-extraordinary array of appara- 
tus. ‘ ' 

This laboratory on wheels was the 
cause of a disaster which probably 
had more to do with the shaping of 
Edison’s career than any other one 
thing. One day a violent lurch of 
the train knocked a stick of phos- 
phorus from the shelf, which burst 
into flames. The timely arrival of 
the train crew with water saved the 
car from complete destruction, and 
the embryo inventor and his beloved 
laboratory were put off at the next 
stop. ‘e

Swedish Workmen Had 
Slavery by Stealth 


A Swede has just returned = from 
six wecks’ ‘work in a German muni- 
tion factory at Torgan with a most 
distressing tale of the conditions of 
the workers there including some 
French, Belgian and Russian prison- 
ers forced to labor in the shops. 

The ‘Swede was lured into Ger- 
many by a German named Biltzing, 
who had been recruiting labor. in 
Sweden and Denmark for 
mitinition factories. 

Biltzing promised the Swede* ten 
marks a day, with only two 
deducted for board and room 
railroad fare. He accepted 
the two-days trip to Torgan, his en- 
tire food was two sandwiches. 

The meals and lodgings were un- 
bearable, the Swede said. For break- 
fast they had two thin slices of 
bread and imitation coffee. Mid-day 
dinner consisted of sauerkraut and 
potatoes and at supper they had only 
sauerkraut, which was mostly water. 
At tea-time in the afternoon they 
liad in addition two more slices of 
bread without coffee. Their lodg- 
ing was in the pit of an unused thea- 
tre,,-where thrity-two workmen were 
barracked in bunks three tiers high, 

The railroad fare was deducted 
from his first week’s wages and he 
was told it would wot be tefunded or 
the return tickét paid for unless he 
worked three months. He was forc- 
ed to work on Sundays and was 
treated as brutally as the war prison- 
ers. 

After six weeks the Swede and two 
others pawned their spare clothes, 
escaped by stealth and made _ their 
way back to Sweden, where they are 
warning their fellow workers to ac- 
cept no Geriman labor offers.
